Atomic Fire 
By Artillery 
Declared Near 


EL PASO, Texas, Nov, 27—(U.P). 
The Army will have atomic ar- 
tillery which can be used against 
-troops ready “very soon,” Chief of 
| Staff Gen. J. Lawton Collins said 
here Tuesday night. 

A battalion at Fort Bliss is now 
being trained to handle the type 
of weapon which would carry the 
atomic warhead, Collins _ said. 
However, no fissionable materials 
are kept at El Paso, he added. 

That battalion is one of a num- 
ber of antiaircraft units that will 
be converted to guided missile 
units, he said. 

“Under certain conditions and 
with certain limitation atomic 
missiles can be used practically,” 
the general said. But he added 
that the means of delivering them 
“has not yet been tested out.” 

Collins observed guided missile 
firing Tuesday. Wednesday he 
will inspect antiaircraft units at 
nearby Fort Bliss which are being 
trained in firing guided missiles. 

Then he will leave for Las 
Vegas, Nev., site of recent atomic 
tests. 

The Army has been working on 
atomic artillery pieces for the last 
two years and will have one very 
soon, he said. 

“Atomic artillery will be just as 
accurate as any other,” Collins 
said. “It can be laid, down with 
great accuracy on a definite mili- 
tary target.” 

Asked if this meant it could be 
fired against troops in the event 
of war, he replied, “Yes.” 

Either artillery or guided mis- 
Siles can carry fissionable ma- 
terials, Collins said, although this 
does not necessarily mean they 
would be widely used.

Commissioner Redwine said at 
the state-wide rally of the league 
at the Biltmore Hotel that he had 
“never voted anything except the 
prohibition ticket’”—and never ex- 


pected to vote any other way. 

But as the official in charge 
of enforcing Georgia’s liquor laws, 
he said he’ could enforce them 
only to the extent that the public 
would allow. 

Redwine said the “most fla- 
grantly violated” section of Geor- 
gia’s liquor law was the trans- 
porting of liquor from wet to dry 
counties. 

He cited the case of a licensed 
wholesale liquor dealer in Fulton 
County who shipped $903,365 
worth of liquor to dry counties 
in less than six months. He said 
he revoked the dealer’s license 
and handed over sales tickets and 
affidavits to the grand ‘jury. 

But he said that was the “last 
of it” and though the dealer was 
left without a license he “prob- 
ably is bootlegging today.” 

Bishop Arthur J. Moore, head 
of the Methodist Council of 
Bishops, told the rally that “the 
God-fearing people of Georgia 
must be mobilized for militant 
action against beverage alcohol.” 


Norman M. Lovein, executive 
secretary of the League, reported 
there had been elections and ref- 
erendums on the sale of liquor 
in 54 counties or cities since the 
league was organized—“and we 
have won 48 of them.” 

Mrs. Luther Went of Vidalia, 
president of the Georgia WCTU, 
said the answer to the problem 
of liquor was “education, law and 
Christianity.” 

Dr. Louie D. Newton, president 
of the Georgia Baptist Convention, 
said “life was in jeopardy on every 
highway and street because of 
‘drivers of distinction and charm’ 
made drunk by beer, wine and 
liquor.” 

H. W. Pittman of Macon, was 
re-elected president of the league. 
Other officers re-elected were Dr. 
Newton, executive vice-president; 
Bishop Moore, chairman of the 
administrative committee: Dr. J.

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If Truce Efforts Fail, Then What? 


A year ago, Nov. 25, Mao Tse-tung hurled 
100,000 Chinese troops out of the hills be- 
low the Yalu River to shatter General Mac- 
Arthur’s “home for Christmas” offensive. 
Today, 12 months and 75,000 casualties later, 
we are engaged in a try at a truce agreement 
which could bring the costly conflict to an 
end. . 

When the Chinese Reds were thrown into 
the war, a development which General Mac- 
Arthur had discounted or ignored as im- 
probable, it was with the avowed purpose 
of driving United Nations forces off the 
peninsula of Korea. That purpose has failed. 


United States casualties in Korea have 
passed the 100,000 mark, while it is esti- 
mated that the Reds have suffered at least 
1,225,000 killed and wounded. Considering 
these facts. Mao may have decided that fur- 
ther slaughter of his forces is useless. In 
that event, the present truce negotiations may 
actually result in an uneasy armistice. 

If not, what then?

The United States and the United Nations 
entered the Korean War to demonstrate their 
willingness to resist Communist aggression 
under a policy of containment of Red ex- 
pansionist and imperialist aims. Writing in 
the United States News and World Report, 
David Lawrence asks:

factories that provide a flow of replacement 
for his air force in being.” 

This Vandenberg thesis is accepted. If 
the possibilities of a truce are exhausted, and 
we will know by the new year if they are 
or not, attacks on the Chinese bases will 
follow. Let us remember that when they 
were first prohibited, Chinese air power was 
negligible and there still was hope for a 
peaceful solution. 

Here again we return to Moscow. The 
factories “that provide a flow of replacement 
for his air force in being” are in Russia. The 
supplies which the Red Chinese are using are 
from Russia, brought to the Chinese by a 
Russian railroad and in Russian ships and 
aircraft. Are we, then, to follow the thesis 
to its inevitable conclusion? 

Soviet Russia is the source of Chinese 
power to make war. If we become involved 
in an extensive air war over China, does it 
follow that we become involved in an ex- 
tensive land war with the millions of Chi- 
nese troops while the Soviet moves in 
Europe? 

This seems to us the real import of the 
present negotiations for a truce—they are 
really negotiations with Joe Stalin for the 
peace of the world. We believe that to ne- 
gotiate is right, that MacArthur’s urge to ex- 
pand the war a year ago was wrong. 

While we grieve over the casualties, they 
will not have been in vain if the truce talks 
succeed. If the war is to be expanded, a de- 
cision no longer in our hands, we have gained 
a vear in which to prepare ourselves and our 
allies for the onslaught.

The politician is no more to 
blame than the businessman, but it is the 
people who pay the bill. 

Let’s get to the bottom of the whole 
sordid business. Let the chips fly and with 
them the hides of those who have debased 
the moral principles of government, be they 
Democrat or Republican.

Brookhaven—Not so long ago 
there was revealed a bit of in- 
formation that for the moment 
passed without serious notice. 
Looking back to it from the 
present field of politics, it 
looms as a leak for one of the 
greatest strategical efforts ever 
attempted in American history. 


Mrs. Dwight Eisenhower was 
quoted as saying her husband, 
the general, was very busy try- 
ing to win the _ presidential 
nomination in both national 
conventions. At the time the 
statement was passed off as a 
political joke. Developments 
that have followed the general’s 
recent visit to Washington 
clearly indicate that such a 
strategy is within logical analy- 
sis. 

It may be assumed that the 
general is not wholly in sym- 
pathy with the domestic pro- 
gram of either national party 
but is solidly behind President 
Truman’s foreign policy. Do- 
mestic affairs can wait, but the 
rise and fall of nations, includ- 
ing our own, rests upon the out- 
come of world management. 

General Eisenhower will tell 
the American people that he 


stands ready to take up their 
battle for peace and security 
for the United States and a free 
world. He will spend no time 
expressing his views on States’ 
rights, civil rights, labor rights, 
or free medicine. 


Did Mrs. Eisenhower spill the 
beans when she said her hus- 
band was busy trying to win 
the presidential nomination in 
both parties or was it a pre- 
meditated first break in a fabu- 
lous political intrigue su@h as 
this country has never before 
known? 

The next turn of the wheel 
will be the personal announce- 
ment of General Ike from 
France.

A number of months ago, in 
the first place, he appeared 
willing, if not exactly eager, to 
make the Democratic race. At 
that time, it can be rather posi- 
tivelv stated, the President indi- 
cated to his friend on the high 
bench that Secretary Acheson 
would be retiring towards the 
end of this year; that he want- 
ed Vinson to succeed Acheson: 
and that this transfer from the 
court to the State Department 
would only be the prelude to 
higher things. 

No doubt the President gave 
no flat commitment, vet the 
Chief Justice’s intimates be- 
lieve he was led to expect the 
development above outlined. 
And they believe further that 
because of his strong Demo- 
cratic lovalty and special loy- 
alty to the President, the Chief 
Justice was preparing to ac- 
cept the new assignment with 
all its implications for the fu- 
ture. 


If any politics at all were 
discussed at the Truman- 
Vinson meeting at Kev West. 
it is, of course, entirely pos- 
sible that the purpose was to 
arrange the Chief Justice's 
transfer to the State Depart- 
ment. But this seems less 
likely now than formerly, for 
two reasons. 


First.

there is no evidence 

that Secretary of 
State Acheson means to lay 
down his office. And despite 
the difficulties that will result 
from having Secretary Acheson 
at the State Department during 
an election year Congress, the 
President still seems deter- 
mined never to ask Acheson to 
retire. 

Second, and more important, 
the Chief Justice himself has 


recently indicated that he now 
thinks it is too late to make 
any change at the department. 
He has also voiced the opinion 
that the already grave problems 
of foreign policy-making would 
be hopelessly inflamed by nam- 
ing a new Secretary of State 
who could possibly be suspect- 
ed as a potential candidate. In 
short, whereas he was formerly 
willing to inherit Acheson’s 
place, he is now reluctant to do 
so, although perhaps open to 
strong presidential persuasion. 

As further complication, the 
Chief Justice has also indicated 
that he is most emphatically 
opposed to anv member of the 
court going straight from the 
bench to party politics. For 
this there is, of course, the 
precedent set by the late Chief 
Justice Hughes. But Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson thinks it a bad 
precedent, and believes firmly 
that some sort of disrobing 
room must be provided before 
a justice can become a vote 
seeker. A spell at the State De- 
partment would be, of course. 
ideal for this purpose, being suf- 
ficiently dignified to justify a 
resignation from the court. But 
if the State Department is not 
available as a disrobing room, 
one wonders how else the Chief 
Justice can become a candidate 
on his terms. 

For all these reasons, some 
people are guessing—and it is 
pure guesswork—that the Presi- 
dent will shortly create a sort 
of assistant presidency. The 
offer of a post with large and 
general authority, publicly rep- 
resented as needful to reduce 
the immense burden on Presi- 
dent Truman himself, would 
permit Chief Justice Vinson to 
step down gracefully from the 
bench,

All of his actions bespeak a 
man who is in dead earnest, 
which, of course, he is. Having 
been twice defeated for the 
nomination before, this is his 
last chance perhaps, and he ob- 
viously is out to win at all 
costs, if possible. Now past 60, 
he would probably be too old 
to make an active canvass four 
years hence. 


The Taft strategy in mak- 
ing an early, if not prema- 
ture, announcement of his 
candidacy is now beginning 
to reveal itself. What he is 
out to do is sew up the nomi- 
nation before other potential 
candidates get a head start. 
In launching his campaign 
when he did it is becoming 
more and more apparent that 
he was thinking of heading 
off the boom for Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower, who is receiving 
strong backing from a power- 
ful element in the party. 


When the Ohio senator first 
announced, there were many 
who thought he was making a 
serious and perhaps fatal mis- 
take. Eight months was much 
too far in advance of the con- 
vention for launching a cam- 
paign, it was felt. Any candi- 
date would be at pains to keep 
up a sustained drive for that 
length of time. 

But Taft and his political ad- 
visers saw a different situation 
in the offing. They correctly 
foresaw where the man the op- 
position hoped to rally around 
—Eisenhower—would be _ tied 
down against openly entering 
the list for some months. Be- 
cause of his position and the 
restrictions imposed on military 
men becoming openly engaged 
in politics, Genera] Ike will be 
restrained in doing anything 
more than giving tacit ap- 
proval to the efforts launched 
in his behalf. 

This gives Senator Taft a 
certain advantage. He is free 
to go out and make an active 


bid for delegates. He is doing 
this not alone through publie 
appearances and speech mak- 
ing here and there, but through 
personal contacts with the key 
figures in various state party 
organizations. 

All of the polls to date show 
that while General Eisenhower 
is the favorite among the rank 
and file of voters, the Ohio sen- 
ator is heavily favored by the 
party leaders—everything from 
precinct captains to national 
committeemen, delegates to past 
GOP conventions and Repub- 
lican members of Congres¢, 
These are the elements which 
usually count for most in de- 
ciding a presidential nomina- 
tion. 

From the way he is going he 
may .do that. The Eisenhower 
people will have to do some tall 
hustling to catch up with him. 
He has been recognized as the 
front runner in the GOP presi- 
dential contest for some time 
and he is making a dramatie 
effort to maintain his lead. So 
long as the general keeps silent 
the Taft advantage will cone 
tinue to hold. The senator is 
pressing his advantage to the 
limit, 

It may vet be that the Demoe 
cratic nomination is the only 
one left open to General Eisen- 
hower.

Dairies Seek 
To Avert 
Price War 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 


Approximately 175 milk pro- 
ducers from 50 counties Tuesday 
voted to form a permanent state- 
wide organization and to seek 
emergency legislation in January 
to protect producers from a price 
war. 

Nine legislators, attending the 
producers’ meeting at the State 
Capitol, pledged their support. 

Many producers saw in the 
Georgia Supreme Court’s recent 
decision an end to permanent price 
fixing by law. They would or- 
ganize a strong association solely 
of. producers—omitting’® distribu- 
tors and producer-distributors— 


“to take care of ourselves im the 
future.” 


UNITY URGED 


Some were critical of the Milk 
Control Board, whose price-fixing 
powers were n ‘lified by the court 
decision. They believed a state- 
wide association could do better 
by the farmer than the board has 
done in dividing profits between 
distributors and producers. 

Others warned the producers 
and consumers would sorely miss 
the board’s control next April 
when, they anticipate, a price war 
may start. They said a price war 
by distributors would mean low 
prices paid to farmers. They add- 
ed this would cause farmers to 
leave the milk production busi- 
mess and consumers would have 
less milk. 

Most speakers urged emergency 
legislation to re-establish the 
board’s powers to fix prices paid 
to producers. One or two urged re- 
establishment of the powers to fix 
prices charged by distributors. 


ZELLNER AUTHORIZED 


The producers authorized for- 
mer State Sen. J. K. Zellner of 
Forsyth to appoint a committee to 
recommend emergency legislation 
and a permanent organization set- 
up for a future meeting. 

Rep. Ed McGarity of Henry 
County announced he would in- 
troduce a bill in January to re-. 
quire the use of Grade A milk in 
powdered milk. Zellner said this 
should apply to ice cream too. 

Agriculture Commissioner Tom 
Linder said this would cause a 
“milk famine” because Georgia 
doesn’t produce a_—_ sufficient 
amount of Grade A milk. He sug- 
gested a law permitting Grade B 
ice cream and powdered milk 
“only if Grade A milk is unavail- 
able.” The 1950 Legislature passed 
a law requiring Grade A milk in 
buttermilk and chocolate milk. 

Linder also suggested a law to 
determine cost of milk production 
and a parity price. With this as an 
“official yardstick,” a producers’ 
association could obtain a fair 
price from distributors, he pointed 
out.

However, 
the European Defense Force will 
eventually be paid and armed 
from a common budget made up of 
contributions from all six nations 
and augmented by outside (U. S.) 
aid. 

Since the whole idea was first 
conceived and fathered by the 
French government it. has two 
major aims running all through 
it. First is to persuade West Ger- 
mans to pay for and to. take the 
political risk of rearming so as to 
share in the defense of West 
Europe.

The Tatum story is a real fetching one, dolled up with 
first-division trimmings from the time he arrived on the campus 
at North Carolina as a freshman. He crossed the border for his 
education because of family ties with officials at Chapel Hill. 
In fact. an uncle is now comptroller general of the Greater 
University of N. C. 


Tatum was a hit from the start. He first played varsity ball 
for an old Notre Dame school man named Chuck Collins, who 
tapered off to four victories in 1933 and was requested to seek 
refuge in the Midwest. Carl Snavely came on and became Tatum's 
first champion. When the Grey Fox left to go to Cornell, he took 
Big Jim with him as an assistant. 


He Spread the Golden Touch 


Tatum. however, homed on Chapel Hill as a carrier pigeon 
homes on its loft, and when the chance arose to return on Bear 
Wolf's staff around 1940, he returned. When the wolves got Bear 
in 42. it was Tatum who moved up as head coach, and he still 
stands unique as the only UNC coach who never lost to Duke. They 
tied his one season there, after which he was off to the Navy and 


a new phase of his adventure. 


He landed at Jacksonville Naval Air Station, became 
equipped with material that you couldn’t buy with any size 
scholarship and imprinted the Tatum name in every house- 
hold bent toward sports. The Oklahoma athletic director, Jap 
Haskell, was based there at the time, and when the war was 
over he lifted Tatum. and as much of his Navy team as possible, 
and went back to the campus. 


This was the beginning of the new prosperity at Oklahoma, 
but there was a brief pause for station identification. A large dent 
in the O. U. athletic treasury was determined to have been made 
by outlays to underprivileged football players. Haskell was fired 
and Tatum had already gone off to replace unfortunate Clark 
Shaughnessy at Maryland. 

This was in 1947, and as Tatum went, a young assistant named 
Bud Wilkinson succeeded the man who’d brought him to Oklahoma, 
The golden touch was spreading everywhere, for Maryland began 
to win and there was no breaking the runaway football machine 
at Oklahoma. Tatum and Wilkinson both became great. 


Walker Traded Him for a Pointer 


Tatum is the kind of fellow of whom you hear it said he’s his 
own worst enemy That isn’t exactly accurate in this case, though it 
is fact that Big Jim has never yet seen the situation on which he 
was rendered speechless. He and Bobby Dodd are the two most 
quotable coaches in America, but Dodd is a magnificent editor of 
his thoughts. Tatum often speaks out and thinks later, and yet 
there is no prima facie evidence that this system doesn’t work. 
He apparently has the Maryland administration in his lap and his 
Washington press is just lovely. 


He has been accused here and there of everything short of 
Communism, and as far as I can determine only one of these 
accusations has been proven. It is true that Peahead Walker once 
traded him for a bird dog and a necktie. This was in professional 
baseball days, when Peahead managed in a small town Carolina 
league and Tatum played in his outfield. 


Peahead has since explained that he had nothing against 
Tatum. “Jim just couldn’t hit a curve with a paddle, and besides, 
it was the best looking bird dog I ever saw.” 

You’ve got to say that Tatum boy has come a long way. Far 
as I can determine, he’s also the only Sugar Bowl coach who was 
ever tradéd for a pointer.

NEW WAY TO COOK RICE 

Since rice is a main ingredient in these recipes, it is important 
to cook it properly. To make 3 cups of fluffy rice: put 1 cup un- 
cooked rice, 2 cups cold water and I teaspoon salt into a 2-quart 
pan. Cover with tight fitting lid. Bring to boil, then turn heat as low 
as possible. Leave over low heat 14 minutes. Turn off heat. This 
cooking time results in firm grains of cooked rice. (For extra tender 
grains, allow rice to steam with heat off for an additional 5 min- 
utes before removing lid.) Never remove lid or stir rice during 
cooking. After rice is cooked, lift it gently with a fork. This method 
allows all the water to be absorbed and the full nutritional value 
of the rice to be retained. Then, too, it is the easiest way to cook 


rice.

Some quick trick specialist 
first made this assertion about 
30 years ago when our knowl- 
edge of vitamins was so new 


| that few persons were in a po- 


sition to question any assertion 
an “eminent specialist” or a big 
shot pleased to make on the 
subject—and these self-consult- 
ed authorities made some pretty 


The hackneyed line above 
quoted appeared only the other 
day in the newspapers as the 
opinion of a medical writer. 

Originally, to the best of my 
knowledge, a “we''-balanced” 
diet was one that included pro- 
tein (such as lean meat, cheese, 
egg white), fat and carbohy- 
drate (starch and sugar) in the 
proportions of, say 3, 3 and 14 
or more ounces, respectively. 
The original conception of 
“well-balanced,” of course, had 
no reference to vitamins, and so 
far as minerals were concerned 
they were ignored or only cas- 
ually considered as “ash.” So 
the charlatans who utter such 
banalities as the one above 
quoted are merely concealing 
their ignorance—and they do so 
well enough to suit the require- 
ments of a lot of paying cus- 
tomers. 

Doctors who don’t think much 
of the intelligence of their pa- 
tients have the ncatest way of 
evading the embarrassing ques- 
tions about the well-balanced 
diet—questions they are seldom 
asked, 

If the medical mountebanks 
who prate about well-balanced 
diet would just specify what 
kind of bread or breadstuff one 
should eat, if any—but,. shucks, 
they das’n’t—and for that mat- 
ter I das’n’t tell you why they 
das’n’t.
